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Remembrance Day is Something Personal

It seems that every year Remem- 
brance Day turns into a dry reci- 
tation of the facts that involved 
the various wars that Canadians have 
been involved in. We all know that 
this year was the 50th anniversary of 
D-Day, where men no older than we 
stormed beaches in France, with many 
not returning. This tends to make the 
wars more distant, it tends to make 
the wars easier to forget until next 
November 1 1 th. Rather than lecture 
you on remembering the sacrifices of 
those men and women, I would like 
tell you the stories of my grandfa- 
thers. 



My great-grandfather was 
too old to serve in World 
War II. He spent the war 
as a simple fisher on the southern 
coast of England. All except for a few 
days. The war had started off badly 
for the allies, and they were in danger 
of being completely wiped out by the 
Germans. Enough transport was not 
available to bring the boys back home. 
The call came to all men with boats to 
sail to France and pick up the stranded 
soldiers. My great-grandfather was 
one of those men. He made numerous 
trips between England and France in 
a small sailboat and rescued allied 
soldiers in heavy seas. That took guts. 

My grandfather fought 
against the Germans. 
One day, while on pa- 
trol, his platoon was captured by a 
German tank platoon. That day be- 



gan four years in a German prisoner 
of war camp in Greece. I sat down 
with him one day as he described the 
months of bread as the only meal, of 
the rampant lice that was on and in 
everything, men, food and clothes, of 
the unbelievable horror they had to 
live through until Red Cross came to 
make sure that the men were allowed 
to live at the subsistence level. When 
the British liberated the camp my 
grandfather was left without a coun- 
try because of Nazi occupation. He 
decided to go to Italy and joined the 
British Expeditionary Force as a in- 
fantry soldier where he served the 
King until the end of the war. That 
took guts.

Regina (CUP) - Canada's two largest 
student organizations, the Canadian 
Federation of Students (CFS) and the 
Canadian Alliance of Students 
(CASA), are involved in a tug-of- 
war over the timing of a national stu- 
dent protest against the federal gov- 
ernment's discussion paper on social 
reforms. 

Immediate plans for a protest 
were launched by the Student Federa- 
tion of the University of Ottawa 
(SFUO), which announced its inten- 
tion to march on Parliament Hill in 
Ottawa on Nov.l6.This demonstra- 
tion, however, was not planned with 
the CFS. "The CFS doesn't have a 
mandate to help the University of 
Ottawa because of our general meet- 
ings scheduled for November," said 
Louise Carriere, CFS communica- 
tions co-ordinator. 

Carriere said the CFS will hold

its general meeting Nov. 8 to Nov. 
14, when members will decide what 
action to take about the federal gov- 
ernment's discussion paper. "Some- 
thing of this magnitude takes months 
of careful planning," Carriere said. 
"January makes much more sense for 
a protest." 

Although the CFS hasn't for- 
mally planned it yet, Carriere said it 
has distributed letters and hand bills 
to all its members in order to inform 
students of how changes to education 
funding will affect them. 

The CFS also has prepared a 
newsletter to be released in Nov. "Our 
primary goal is to try and get as much 
information to our members as possi- 
ble," Carriere said. 

Many universities, however, 
have joined SFUO and CASA in their 
approach to a national strike, saying 
that the CFS is being too passive. 
"We've been working day and night," 
said Hal Maclean, a vice-president at 
Dalhousie. "We're working with 
CASA schools trying to mesh them 
all together." 

Maclean listed a number of 
activities that students at Dalhousie 
are working on to help the U of O's 
cause, including creating student so- 
cieties to lobby the federal govern- 
ment, working with their local MP

and trying to get her to resign if she 
doesn'thelp university students, send- 
ing letters of protest to MPs, and 
pressuring their provincial govern- 
ment to take a tough stance against 
the discussion paper. 

When asked about the CFS.'s 
decision to wait for its general con- 
ference before planning a national 
protest Maclean replied, "We ' ve been 
putting in over 40 hours a week, and 
they're still just talking." While the 
CFS is not yet organizing a national 
protest, it is working to get students 
mobilized at the local level. "We ha- 
ve a great stake in this as well," said 
Angela Mann, Saskatchewan com- 
ponent chair for the CFS at the U or 
R. "This affects us just as much as it 
does someone sitting in the Owl [cam- 
pus pub] right now." 

Mann said she is working with 
CFS Saskatchewan and more than 15 
volunteers from the U of R to help set 
up information tables on Nov. 1st 
and Nov 2nd. 

Along with the information 
on what the discussion paper pro- 
poses, Mann plans to distribute a 
draft letter outlining the CFS's posi- 
tion, which students can sign and 
mail to their MPs. "We're in the be- 
ginning stages of everything I know 
how to do. If students out there have 
any suggestions or ideas, I'd abso- 
lutely love to hear them." 

When asked about SFUO's 
plans, Mann said, "They're rushing 
into this and alerting everyone about 
it... I think the media should know, 
but not two months ahead of time." 

Some student representatives 
have found common ground between 
the two group's positions. "Getting 
anything done at any time is a good 
idea," said Laura Rooke, a vice-presi- 
dent at the University of New Bruns- 
wick. Rooke said the U of NB is 
currently working with both the CFS 
and CASA. "The CFS has a great 
number of members... We'd be stu- 
pid not to use their resources." 

Rooke said that the U of NB 
will be launching a "NO-more- 
smoke-and-mirrors paper", campaign 
on Nov. 1. She said the association 
will support SFUO's protest, but as a 
charter member of the CFS, will be 
going along with plans the CFS has. 
"The bottom line is to do as 
much as possible," she said.

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Laurentian's Water Safe To Drink

Laurentian's muddy water 
problem should soon be over. 

Don Belisle, director of Pub- 
lic Works, claims that the municipal- 
ity finished their work on Tuesday 
November 1 st. 'There's no doubt we 
delivered (the university] dirty wa- 
ter," he said, but "we did clean up 
after ourselves". He further stated 
that the water was "crystal clear" on 
Tuesday night throughout the distri- 
bution line in the south end. 

According to the Public 
Works dept the discoloration has been 
caused by the installation of a 
million gallon water tank in th 
end and the upgrading of 
Paris street to larger 
Crete pipes. Distu 
loosened the 
resting att 



out of the taps on Wednesday was 
still muddy and leaving sediments in 
sinks and toilets. While Belisle sug- 
gested that perhaps there was a prob- 
lem at the university causing the 
discolored water, Lajeunesse con- 
tends that because the university is at 
the end of a long water line, the 
university will "sometimes get more 
than [its] fair share" of water prob- 
lems. The university itself has not 
done any independent testing^f the 
water on campus and doeviiol plan 
on doing so.

Students living in residence 
expressed a great deal of concern 
over the water conditions during this 
first part of the year. The water, which 
varied in colour from crystal clear to 
chocolate brown, has been blamed 
for everything from stained clothing 
coming out of washing machines to 
the appearance of rashes on some 
students. Dr. Edward Najgebauer, 
Director of the university's Health 
Services responded by saying that 



there was no need to be larm. While 
it is possible that the water could be 
causing rashes "it is not very likely" 
that it is to blame. 

The Medical Officerof Health 
for the Sudbury and District Health 
Unit was unavailable for comment 
on this issue of potential health haz- 
ards due to the water. A Clerk for the 
Area Inspector told Lambda that she 
has become frustrated with the whole 
issue as the same questions keep com- 
ing up and the Public Health unit has 
been bombarded with concerns from 
residents angry that the water they 
are paymg for is not up to quality. 

The Laboratory at the Health 
Unit refused to test the water because 
it was municipal, not from a well, and 
therefore should not have bacteria in 
it. They do, however, test municipal 
water daily for bacteria for the Publ ic 
Works dept. In addition. Public Works 
are required by law to run metallurgi- 
cal and chemical tests on a weekly 
basis which have not produced any 
abnormal results considering the kind 
of work that has been going on.

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Nirvana Unplugged

Yeah, yeah, Nirvana are those guys 
from Seattle that many people say 
kick-started this whole grunge thing, 
and, of course everyone knows that 
Kurt Cobain had a bit of a drug prob- 
lem and shot himself last spring. What 
people seem to forget amid all the 
hype that surrounded the band since 
"Smells Like Teen Spirit" came to 
mean more than deodorant, is that 
Nirvana was just a good band. 

The whole idea of this Unplugged 
trend I guess, is to show a different 
side of the artists being profiled. It 
was particularly effective for Nirvana. 
Cobain appeared vulnerable and fragile without so much amplification and screaming to hide behind. Watching th( 
special on Much Music just after he died was particularly striking. The main problem I have with this recording is 
well, that it's a recording and you can't see the interaction between the members of the band and, later, with the 
Kirkwood brothers from The Meat Puppets. 

Drummer Dave Grohl said, "We didn't want to do 'Unplugged' the conventional way, where bands show 
up with acoustic guitars and the drummers drum as hard as they usually do and it's not different at all except it's no 
electric. We wanted it more loungier." While the show didn't quite have that Vegas feel to it, it was refreshing tc 
hear gentle brushes on a small drum kit, accordion, and Cobain's witty bantering between songs. 

Speaking of the songs, it goes without saying that they were strong, but with a "raw, emotional, riveting' 
edge to them. They didn't play the big hits like "Teen Spirit" or "Heart Shaped Box", but chose to perform a numbe; 
of theirown quieter tunes like "Something in the Way," "Polly," "Pennyroyal Tea," and "All Apologies," in additior 
to six covers including Bowie's "The Man Who Sold the World" and three Meat Puppets songs 

Grohl summed up the making of this album by saying, "It's hard to watch the show without thinking of Kurt 
and it was very hard to get in the studio and mix the album with Kurt's voice coming in the studio all day long. Bu 
I think you can especially hear the songs Kurt wrote in a different light on this album than anywhere else. It was 
great music." ^

Here's an album that many 
people should be interested in. The 
Undertones were a band from Ire- 
land that existed between the years 
of 1978 and 1983. In the past year 
their name has resurfaced a little 
because they have been hailed as 
one of the influences on bands like 
Green Day and The Offspring.

This album is real cheap to buy, and it captures a good slice of 
underground talent from this end of the country.

Have you heard of Sonic 
Youth? Ofcourse you haven't, dumb 
retro hippies. Just a video station 
away from being a redneck, eh? Sonic 
Youth is the very influential band 
from the United States that some of 
you might know from their videos for 
Kool Thing, 100% and Sugarcane. 
What you may not know is that be- 
fore they became sub-culture super- 
stars forGeffcn Records, they put out 
eight albums on independent la- 
bels during the 1980's. 
Geffen Records has 
Started purchas- 
ing the rights to 
these albums one 
by one so that they 
can distribute them 
properly and sec that 
they get into the right 
hands. Theirthree albums 
forGeffcn have all received 
vast critical acclaim since 
their signing in 1 990. Goo was 
the debut that same year with the 
college hit, 'Kool Thing'. It 
showcased the Sonic Youth sound of 
two guitars in strange tunings, har- 
monizing with each other, Thurston 's 
melodic, soothing voice spitting lyr- 
ics of deconstructed culture to match 
the feedback. Kim is the 
straightwoman on bass, screaming 
the words that men don't like to ad- 
mit are true. 

Sonic Youth were the ones 
that got Nirvana signed to Geffen, 
for which Thurston was awarded a 
vice-president's chair at DGC. Their 
second album, 1992'sD/>ry has many 
of Sonic Youth's finest moments. 
The major label debut of Fugazi's 
Ian Mackaye on "Youth Against Fas- 
cism", the blissfully melodic 
"Sugarcane" (containing THE best 
guitar hook Thurston or Lee ever 
played), the cover of '12XU' that 
Minor Threat was playing back in 
1980, and much more. Great songs.

Working our way back in the

Second most 
important point is that it contains 
the song, 'Eric's Trip', for which 
the very fine band from Moncton 
took its name. This album was a 
new high for Sonic Youth in terms 
of creativity with feedback and noise 



AND melody. The guitars are grow- 
ing steadily more dominant and clear. 
This album would open the gates for 
Sonic Youth's major label onslaught 
two years later. Kim is beginning to 
get a real growl on this album (By the 
time Dirty was released in 1 992, Kim 
was matching all of the riot-girl bands 
in terms of fierceness of delivery. By 
some accounts, Kim is the big sister 
to a whole generation of bands made 
up entirely of angry, often militantly 
feminist young women. Most of the 
stuff on the Kill Rock Stars label (on 
which Kim's side band is on). 

Daydream Nation is a very 
cohesive album, in effect, a fifty 
minute piece of dissonant rhythms 
blending from voice to voice, guitar 
to guitar. Thurston and Lee hold 
much of this together with their 
dueling guitars, never tuned the same 
way twice. It was around this time 
that the Youths were able to afford a 
bit more equipment. By the time they 
were hitting the European festival 
circuits a couple of years ago, they 
were traveling with close to thirty 
guitars. In the days before this al- 
bum, there was only a couple of gui- 
tars between Thurston and Lee so 



they took to playing tapes between 
songs while they changed tunings. 
Sonic Youth introduced their audi- 
ences to the Stooges, The Swans and 
other early underground bands that 
had influenced them. Best line: "Does 
this sound simple? Fuck You!"

In 1 986, Sonic Youth released 
this album as a tome on the end of 
everything and a gloriously fresh re- 
birth. Pop-culture signals the end of 
civilization and this is the sound- 
track. Sonic Youth was saying that 
everything was open and that there 
need not be boundaries to stop us 
fromdoing anything. Onanyofthese 
albums in the middle of Sonic Youth's 
career it is difficult to pick out any 
highlight. I suppose that it was 
important that these records be 
re mastered and sequenced 
on CD because they 
should be listened to as 
a coherent piece. It's 
hard to think of 
something as dense 
as Sonic Youth as "art- 
rock" but if punk ever had a 
band that was Art rock then it 
might have to be Sonic Youth. 

E.V.O.L. is a heavy record to 
start off with, considering the pop- 
culture that we are accustomed to in 
1994.
